devastated a great pait ot Japan

in the streets, are thrown into the 
burning

hundreds of 


priests conduct the rites 


Warships are cruising along the eas- 


tern shore o fthe 
island 
of Hondo, 


surveying the destruction and loss of 
life in hundreds ot coastal towns and 
•villages which were overwhelmed by 
the tidal uave. 


The extent of the horror in many 


interior 
villages 
can 
only 
be 


imagined 
as no word of what 
hap 


pened there has jet been received 
However, 
the total casualties may 


equal those of the larger cities 
Half 


a million people, at the lowest esti- 
mates, are homeless 


Additional details of the disaster 


such as the wholesale cremations, the 
fact that soldiers have killed looters 
and that the. wild beasts in one of 
Tokio's zoos " were shot to prevent 
them attacking the helpless refugees, 
came thru to Peking by cable and 
wireless today, gnmg fragmentary 
glimpses of the picture which exists 
behind 
the 
pall hanging over the 


stricken country. 


Thousands of tons of rice 
are 


urgently needed for Tokio's refugees. 
The

government, 
formed 
by 


Premier Yamamoto while the con- 
flagiat'on 
v, as sweeping toward the 


naval club where he met his ministers, 
has 
started rushin* supplies from 


Osaka and elsewhere on every avail- 
able vessel. 


The seaport of Shidzubka 
was de- 


strojed and much of the milk district 
and it is estimated taht prices of tea 
and silk will go up thruout the world 
as a result of the destruction. Exten- 
sive damage to crops and stocks was 
caused 


PEKING, Sept. 3.—Corpses of many 


of Tokio's 100,000 victims were hurled 
back into the flames of still burning 
buildings today for ircinerataon. It is 
impossible for the city to bury its 
dead. 
The Nihonbashi Ku district, which 


embraces the Methodist publishing 
house, the Yokohama specie bank, the 
central postoffice and the stock ex- 
change, lies in such utter ruin, with 
bodies of the dead piled everywhere, 
that the ravages of a plague In the 
wake of the earthquake were feared. 


Consequently, owing to the shortage 


of 
co'fins, many 
municipalities or- 


dered wholesale cremation in the 
ruins. 
As successive and constantly lesser 


shocks followed the greater quakes of 
Saturday it was feared that the ani- 
mals of the Asakusa too would be 
liberated to prey upon the terrified 
refugees. 
The present catastrophe exceeded 


in its toll of life a' d property any- 
thing that Japan, accustomed to from 
fifty to four thousand slight shocks 
a year, has ever known. Not only was 
the low lying section of Kyobashi Ku 
utterly destroyed, but the violent 
earth tremors shook down buildings 
on the higher ground. The walls or 
part of the imperial palace tumbled to 
the ground; the death of a prince is 
reported; the prince regent himself is 
believed to have had a narrow escape. 


The Italian and French embassies 


further westward were destroyed, as 
was the military arsenal, theaters, 
temples, wrestling halls, railway sta- 
tions, the capital's electric light plant 
(600 
workers perished in this one 


crash), and the harbor works were 
completely shattered and then demol- 
ished by flames. 
Wireless reports showed the follow- 


ing wards in Tokio had been de- 
stroyed . 
Honjo, Fukagawa, Asakust, Nihom- 


bashi, Akasaka, Shiga, while others 
were less seriously damaged. 


Many naval vessels strew the shore 


near Yokohama, where they were 
washed up by the great tidal wave.

DAVIHEMIS CUP 


William Johnston Defeats Jack 


Hawkes of Australia in Fourth.

PUT FLEET AT 


JAP DISPOSAL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—The en- 


tire Asiatic fleet of the United States 
has been placed at the disposal of the 
Japanese ministry of marine in relief 
work, Admiral Anderson advised the 
navy department in a later message 
today 
He also advised of the arrival 


of-the cruiser Huron, his flagship, and 
the destroyer tender Blackhawk at 
Chefoo, where it was assumed they 
went for supplies. 


Anderson said that in addition to 


sending destroyers 
with food and 


medical supplies to Yokohama he had 
stationed radio relay-ships at intervals 
to facilitate communication. 


He said his advices indicated the 


complete devastation of Tokio, Yoko- 
hama and environs by earthquakes, 
fire, tidal waves and typhoons. 


The Asiatic fleet, available for re- 


lief work, consists of the Huron, An- 
derson's flagship, nineteen destroyers 
and the destroyer tender Blackhawk. 
In addition there are two modern gun- 
boats, the Asheville and the Sacra- 
mento, in southern Chinese waters, 
which would be used if necessary. 


At noon neither the Japanese em- 


bassy, the state department or the 
American Red Cross had received a 
shred of information from their con- 
nections in Japan. 


For this reason American relief 


plans are somewhat in abeyance as 
the Red Cross is awaiting word from 
it people in Manila and China as to 
whether its offer of aid had been ac- 
cepted and if so, what is needed most 


President Coolidge today directed 


the shipping board to be ready to send 
ships to Yokohama, if they should be 
needed to remove refugees.

THIRTEEN DAJS_TO BE LOST 


"When. Whole World Starts Use of 


Gregorian Calendar Several 


Days to Be Missing. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3—Thirteen 


good days, "brand 
new and 
never 


used," will be tossed on the scrap 
heap of history at midnight, October 
13. That will be midnight of Septem- 
ber 30, according to the old Julian 
calendar, which the Greek orthodox 
church everywhere and some govern- 
ments in Eastern Europe are still us- 
ing. But when the fateful moment pas- 
ses it will be October 14 for all Christ- 
ian peoples, for the first time in his- 
tory, 
. _ _, 
_-~^———,* 
When Imperial Caesar cried, "Atten- 


tion.; " to an obedient world back in 
the years 45 B. C., and ordered man- 
kind to get in step with the sun, his 
problem was very simple. Julius sim- 
ply made the people mark time in one 
spot for ninety consecutive days until 
they had trampled three superfluous 
months out of the calendar. Then he 
invented leap year and February 29, 
and told the people to use them every 
four years to take up the slack in fu- 
ture miscalculations between the sun 
and the calendar. 


It was a good trick while it worked. 


This new Julian year measured OB the 
average of 365 and one-quarter dajs. 
But the sun went right on making the 
round trip in a little less time. So it 
came about by the year 1582 that a 
disparity between sun and calander 
had again accumulated and Pope Greg- 
ory xni decided something ought to 
be done about it Experience showed 
that Caesar had overdone his correc- 
tion There were too many February 
29ths. Pope Gregory decided that only 
those centurial years which are divis- 
ible by 400 should contain 366 days. 
That is why the year 1900 was not a 
leap year. 
This Gregorian calendar is the one 


most of us have been going by for a 
long time. But the 
Greek orthodox 


church, supported by Russia, Turkey, 
Roumania, Bulgaria, Serbia, Greece 
and Armenia, stuck to the Julian cal- 
endar so long tnat by the time the 
world war came along they 
were 


thirteen days behind the rest of us. 
Their New Tear's day for example 
came on our January 14. The year 
America entered the worid war, how- 
ever, Turkey switched 
over to the 


Gregorian calendar. That same year 
Czarism fell in Russia and the soviet 
government caught up with the west- 
ern world by agreeing to the Gregor- 
ian computation. Serbia, now a part of 
Jugo-Slavia and Rumania made the 
change in 1919. 
That left the Julian calendar with 


no official place to lay its head except 
in Greece and Bulgaria. But many mil- 
lion s of people outside those coun- 
tries must be added to the total who 
remained faithful to Ahe old chronol- 
ogy. For the several Greek Orthodox 
churches thruout eastern Europe still 
paid no attention to the Gregorian 
calendar and neither did their vast 
number aT members.

and Tremendous Suffering Is 


Inflicted on Survivors of 


Earthquake. 


PEKING, Sept 3.—-Latest 
reports 


carried by airplane from the stricken 
cities of Japan, where earthquakes 
lasting more than six hours, together 
With conflagrations ana tidal waves, 
caused on Saturday the greatest dis- 
aster in Japanese history, indicate: 


A death toll in Tokio and Yokohama 


alone of more than 200,000 with the 
number of injured and the death lists 
of outlying districts inestimable. 


Financial distaster so "great that 


Japan loses her place as fourth powe* 
of the world and is set back a gener- 
ation. 
The nation's capital reduced to a 


collection of unimportant scattered, 
ruined villages which will 
require 


years to restore to the city's former 
status. 
The Imperial palace partially In 


ruins, -which were tumbling In 
the 


shocks of Saturday afternoon, while 
the prince regent fled to the royal 
family shrine and worshipped. 


Fires still raging in every part of 


Tokio, with a shortage of food and tre- 
mendous suffering among injured and 
refugees who have nowhere to go for 
shelter or sustenance. 
Outstanding calamities 
including 


the collapse of the Nikpndeski electri- 
cal works in which six hundred work- 
men were killed. 


Seven thousand were killed when 


the reaort town of Atame, on Mount 
Hakone was entirely demolished bj 
the shock and subsequent fire. It is 
known many foreigners were spend- 
ing the summer there. 


A tidal wave washed away the 


Iteokidiu peninsula and, so far as is 
known, not an Inhabitant was saved.

The most terrible disaster 
or 


Japanese history, one of the greatest 
the world has ever known, took an un- 
precedented toll of life and property 
in the vicinity of Tokie Saturday, with 
approximately 220,000 known to have 
been killed by earthquakes, flres and 
floods and some districts entirely de- 
stroyed with incalculable loss. 
Latest reports from Osaka, 200 


mile* from the capital, to which cor- 
respondents are reporting by airplane 
and from Peking where official radio 
mMuagea are being Intercepted, show 
the catastrope to be far worse than 
was at first believed. 
Tokio, seat of Japan's modern civil- 


ization, has been reduced to a collec- 
tion of scattered villages that still are 
In flames, while the dead lie heaped In 
the streets or buried beneath great 
quantities of debris. Yokohoma is in 
rains, a tidal wave having carried 
away part of the city, as well as en- 
gulfing many adjoining coastal towns. 


One island and a populated penin- 
sula are reported to have disappeared 
altogether with their Inhabitants 


The Japanese nation is declared to 


have been set back a generation and 
to have lost Its position as fourth 
world power, thru the calamity to its 
pofollc buildings, Institutions, records 
and finances. 
The new government is struggling 


to function amid the chaos. Premier 
Yamamoto formed and established bis 
cabinet during the terror tnat followed 
the flrst shock at noon Saturday. 
Shortly afterwards he was attacked by

the men quit Friday night. 


The morale of the strikers is at a 


high point. 
Th^y rolled down out of 


the hills in their automobiles in end- 
less streams to attend big mass meet- 
ings and hear their leaders explain 
the situation at 
Harrisburg, 
-where 


Governor Pinchot will meet operators 
and miners again 
Wednesday in * 


further attempt to settle the strike. 


Many brought their families along 


with a holiday picnic lunch. 


They 
camped 
in groups on 
the 


banks of the 
winding Susquehanha 


river and went fishing. 


The miners themselves are not well 


prepared for a long strike. 
Bankers 


indicated that savings deposits

Indians made up the tented city which 
covered several sections of land in 
the hills a mile north of Rosebud. The 
Indians were in full regalia and their 
war dances, Indian pony races, ball 
games, etc., furnished excellent enter- 
tainment. From Rosebud to a point 
twenty-five miles north of Gordon one 
travels over the Washington highway 
which is being constructed from Chi- 
cago to Seattle. Its course is thru 
the southern tier of countise of South 
Dakota and is a well maintained fed- 
eral and state highway. 
Stuart and Newport—Newport and 


Stuart have the distinction of being 
the two largest hay shipping points in 
the United States. Figures obtained 
from the railway offices show that a 
total of 3,198 carloads were shipped 
from these points during-1922. Some 
of the ranches in this district put up 
thousands of tons annually which pro- 
vides good winter roughage -for live- 
stock. 
Long Pine—Long Pine, a city of 


about 1,200, is located near a beautiful 
canyon at the junction of the Mid 
West and Blue Pole highways. 
It is 


a division point on the Chicago & 
Northwestern railway, dividing the 
Black 
HiUs and eastern divisions- 


The railroad maintains a large round- 
house, shops repair tracks and stock 
yards. The stock yards is one of the 
largest in Nebraska and is equipped 
with its own electric and water plants. 
These yards are used for the feeding 
in transit of Wyoming and -western 
Nebraska live stock, and chutes pro- 
vide for the unloading of thirty-five 
cars of cattle and thirty cars of sheep 
at one time. Three hundred and 
sixty trains were handled thru the 
yards during the month of August, 
about three-fourths of them being oil 
trains from the Wyoming fields.- Con- 
siderable of this oil Is being shipped 
to the east coast for export. 


Pine creek at this point flows thru 


a deep, narrow canyon. This stream 
is stocked with

I vessel. Usually it requires from one 


j to two weeks for absorption to take 
[place. The black-and-blue stain may 
'continue for a month. 
If you get a blow in the eye, it is 


well to apply cold water almost con- 
| tinuously for an hour or so. This 
| retards the bleeding and reduces the 
quantity oozing into the tissues.- 
Diluted witch-hazel may be used in- 
stead of plain water. 
Lead-water 
and laudanum is a favorite house- 
hold remedy for blackeye. 
When all danger of further bleed- 
ing has passed, massage- is helpful. 
You can see that this should not be 


i applied at once, because it would 
'break the clot and bring on renewed 
bleeding. But after a couple of days, 
it may be begun. Apply a little cocoa 
butter or cold cream and gently 
.manipulate the discolored part.

and other open spaces. Some dragged 
others who were Injured 
by 
falling 


inasonary and timbers. They lett be- 
hind in ruined homes rnauy who could 
not bu rescued, whose cries followed 
them as they fled. 
Then buco\sbi\e 


shocks drowned these vain calls for 
help and added fresh victims to the 
toll of dead and dying. 


The bhocks continued 
until sun- 


down. 


To the horror of the successive 


quakes was added the even greater 
terror of tires which 
sprang 
upon 


every side. LitLJe groups of refugees 
in some instances found themselves 
hemmed in by flaming blocks of build- 
ings and were burned to death by 
hundreds. Persons trapped in dwell- 
ings which lay in the various paths of 
the spreading fames had no chance. 


A strong wind blew up and fanned 


the fires until every part of the capi- 
tal which has 
fifteen 
wards, was 


ablaze. It was impossible to get the 
out break under control. To add to the 
disaster, the water supply failed. 


When the Mainichi airplane corres- 


pondent left last evening, nearly all 
the 
government offices 
had 
been 


burned down, including the ministry 
of 
the interior and police 
head- 


quarters. 


The correspondent estimated 
that 


no less than 200,000 houses were re- 
duced to ashes 
with many 
others 


threatened. 


The city hall was burning and bod- 


ies of many workmen lay piled in the 
streets of this vicinity. Hundreds of 
others were injured in the collapse of 
the government printing offices. 


Six hundred workers 
were killed 


when the earth shocks tumbled the 
huge structure that housed the Nihon- 
denskl electrical works. 


As the correspondent 
flew south- 


westward to Osaka, he looked back 
upon the flaming capital. Great rings 
of fire were visible for many miles, 
and it is estimated consequently that 
the full extent of the disaster has not 
yet been reached. 


Yokohoma Plight Pitiful. 


The plight of Yokohama, port city, a 


short distance from Tokio, is described 
as pitiful. More than one hundred 
thousand perished there, a great tidal 
wave adding its terrors and death toll 
to those of quake and flames. 


The city's hospitals 
were burned 


down and medical supplies and instru- 
ments destroyed. 


The Hakone' district was devastated 


and it is reported 
that many for- 


eigners were there. 


A wireless message from 
Korea 


Maru in Yokohoma harbor says that 
an expedition landed by that vessel 
found scenes of indescribable horror, 
with heaps of dead everywhere. 


Several of Japan's volcanoes are re- 


ported in active eruption, following 
the earthquakes. 


Eight thousand casualities occurred 


near Mount Fuji when workers were 
buried in the ruins of the famous 
Thread factories. 


The Grand Hotel at Tokio and the 


Yokohoma specie bank were 
des- 


troyed. 


Many thousands are living in parks 


and others have sought ouylying dis- 
tricts. 


The greatest suffering followed the 


collapse of buildings In the first earth 
shock 
after 
which the 
inrushing 


waters in a tidal 
wave drowned 


scores caught by falling timbers. 


Hundreds of children are among the 


injured and many of these have not 
been fed for two days. Wails and 
cries fill the air with few to go to the 
relief of the stricken. 


The landing party was unable to 


proceed to Tokio. 
It was stated of- 


ficially that the capital still was 
burning but that the fires were be- 
lieved lessening somewhat, a major 
portion of the city being already de- 
stroyed. 


One report from Tokio says the 


capital has been reduced to what is 
nothing more than an unimportant ag- 
gregation of villages, without hope of 
recovering its former grandeur 
for 


decades. 


The vessels, after 
landing 
relief 


supplies, will take up positions from 
which they can relay messages to 
Peking. 


Considerable anxiety is expressed 


here for the fate of many foreigners 
known to have been in Yokohama and 
Tokio, the Japanese cities which suf- 
fered mbst 
severely in ' the earth 


shocks of Saturday. Partial airplane 
and wireless 
communication with 


Tokio has been established by other 
Japanese cities, and it is felt 
some 


word should by this time have come 
from Americans, British and other 
foreigners in the quake zone. 


A wireless message from the Jap- 


anese steamer Korea Maru in the 
harbor of Yokohama said that the 
dead numbered hundreds of thou- 
sands and were "piled in heaps." 
Yokohama, the message said, is de- 
stroyed. 
A tidal wave followed the 


quake and then the portions of the

Wind Heralds Disaster. 


Other radio and cable dispatches re- 


ceived here said that a wind of fy- 
phoon force 
heralded the disaster. 


Just as the wind dwindled about noon 
Saturday, came the first of the shocks. 
Another followed twenty-five minutes 
later. Then others at frequent in- 
tervals. 


The Yokohama conflagration started 


in the Bund, immediately after the 
tidal wave, and quickly consumed the 
shopping district. All houses in the 
Benton Dori sections were burned. 
Main and Water streets were swept. 


Fire was spreading thru Tokio at 


the same time. 
After 
the tremors 


flames appeared in numerous places 
at almost the same instant. The 
horror of the Tokio holocaust was in- 
creased 
by destruction 
of bridges 


across the Hokio canals. This resulted 
in thousands of refugees being trapped 
in the 
burning 
ar<~a, where they 


perished. 


The fire pread over twenty square 


miles of Tokio. 
It hemmed in thou- 


sands of fugitives who endeavored to 
scramble over heaps of wreckage to 
escape from the zone of devastation. 
Eating its way thru the highly inflam- 
mable ruins the flames advanced with 
amazing rapidity, messages indicted. 
The Marounuchi building, 
largest 


structure in the orient, was destroyed. 
The imperial 
palace at Ninigawa 


caught fire. The Nihom-Bashi and the 
Kanda, principal business sections of 
the city, disappeared in smoke and 
flames. 
The Shiba, as the embassy 


district is called, burned. Fate of the 
diplomats is unknown. No word has 
been heard of the American ambassa- 
dor. 


Henry Fairfield, Osborne, New- 


York, scientist, was in Japan at the 
time of the disaster and he has not 
been heard from, altho he was due to 
arrive in Peking two days ago. 


Despite 
the 
efforts of police and 


troops, who were called out to aid the 
firemen, the flames advanced steadily 
upon the government buildings which 
•were destroyed. Documents of ines- 
timable value were lost 


All the newspaper offices, with the 


exception of that occupied by the 
Tokio Xichi Nlchi, burned.
